VV. C. Schweitzer, former Pala­ 
tine resident, who now makes his 
home in the “dust bowl” of Colora­ 
do, writes the editor that he has 
announced his candidacy for sheriff 
of his county. Readers of this pa- 
j per will remember Mr. Schweitzer’s 
I story published last year about the 
# dust and drouth of Springfield, 
I Colo., his home town. Conditions 
there are somewhat 
similar this 
year, but the farmers are being 
given 
employment, even 
if they 
cannot raise crops. Mr. Schweitzer 
writes: 
“The dust has not been as bad 
this summer as it was last sum­ 
mer, we had a little rain about a 
month ago and that brought out the 
weeds and they held down most of 
the dust. 
“The rain that we had did not 
do any good for crops, as it did not 
last long enough. The farmers all 
got busy at that time and did put 
in a crop figuring on more rain 
and now they lost out on that, too. 
“ With all the hard knocks we get, 
we also get some good breaks. Gov­ 
ernor Johnson has a large road- 
building program on and we are 
getting two projects done through 
here; one is an oil surfacing job 
and they are at that now, working 
three shifts and that takes quite 
a number of men. 
When that is 
finished they will start on the sec­ 
ond highway job. 
“The Santa Fe Railroad is build­ 
ing a short-cut from Dallas to Den­ 
ver connecting their lines at Boise 
City, Okla., with their lines a t Las 
Animas, Colorado. This will come 
right through Springfield and they 
are here at work now, will have 
the road 
finished about 
March, 
1937. This outfit is working two 
shifts, so you see there is plenty 
of work here at present for those 
who want to work. 
“To see the crowds on our streets 
day and night since all of this con­ 
struction work has started, you 
would think it was State street, and 
I nearly forgot that we also have 
oil prospects ahead of us; a com 
pany from Oklahoma are drilling 
southwest of town now and they 
expect to strike oil soon, and if they 
do, well, we just will not care if 
we ever get another crop then.” 


Lots ot Chickens, Few 
Turkeys, In Du Page 


The importance of chickens and 
turkeys to Illinois farmers is shown 
in a special report made recently 
by the Department of Commerce 
Bureau of the Census, which placed 
the number of chickens over three 
months old on farms in Illinois, as 
of January I, 1935, at 20,768,479. 
During the calendar year of 1934, 
the production of chicken eggs in 
Illinois totalled 109,540,562 dozens 
and the number of chickens raised 
at over 33 million.

Dr. Wni. P. Schirding, 
Palatine Physician 
Dies Suddenly 


Dr. Wni. P. Schirding, of Pala­ 
tine, died suddenly of heart ail­ 
ment Thursday evening, July 16. 
For over a quarter of a century he 
conducted a general practice in his 
home 
town, 
later 
confining 
his 
work to the eye, ear, nose and 
throat, in which he had become a 
specialist. 
He was compelled to give up ac­ 
tual practice two years ago and 
although he said 
nothing to his

his 
physical condition. 
He was 
stricken suddenly and died a few 
minutes later. 
Masonic funeral services were 
held at his home Monday afternoon 
by Palatine Lodge No. 314 A. F. & 
A. VL, of w hich he was a member 
a great many years. Interment was 
on the Bruce family 
lot at Mt. 
Greenwood cemetery, Chicago. 
There remain his wife, a daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Esther Heezen, of Des 
Moines, la.; a son, Henry Schird­ 
ing, of Palatine; two grandchildren, 
a sister, Mrs. House, of Pasadena, 
Calif.; half sister, Mrs. Sarah Cat- 
low of Evanston; and a sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Lily Schierding, of Pala­ 
tine. 
Mr. Schirding a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Schirding, pioneer set­ 
tler of Palatine, was born April 25, 
1872. 
Completing high school, he 
entered Ann Arbor and later grad­ 
uated from the Rush Medical Col­ 
lege, taking up his practice in his 
home town. In 1900 he was united 
in marriage to Miss Clara L. Bruce. 
Shortly afterwards, he went to 
Vienna where he studied on the eye, 
ear, nose and throat. 
Later he 
opened an office in Chicago and as 
time passed on gradually confined 
his work to the medical branches in 
which he specialized. 
Dr. Schirding has been C. & N. 
W. physician over thirty years and 
was medical examiner of some of 
the larger insurance companies at 
the time of his death. He was a 
member of all of the local Masonic 
bodies, including the Eastern SYar. 
Deceased took a great interest 
in 
Palatine, was progressive 
in 
thought and was admired by those 
who really knew him.

a 1926 Siudebakcr eleven years 
old. At the trial, Judge Kopplin 
allowed testim ony to be given by 
Stockier to the effect that Geo. 
Klueg was driving east on H ar­ 
vard avenue at the rate of GO miles 
an hour, crossing Dunton ahead of

Then, too, there aro the human 
interes pictures of winter sports— 
action shots of skiing, sliding, skat­ 
ing, and ice boat racing—not to for 
get Sally, Pal and the snow hut 
they so laboriously hollowed out of 
the great drift in the yard.

thorn clever enough to shoot at the 
right moment and with the right ex­ 
posure and focus. 
With regard to exposures in win­ 
ter, many think that because snov. 
is white, they should not be so long 
as in summer, but remember on the 
other hand that light is not so strong 
in winter. The old rule—expose for 
the shadows and let the highlights 
take care 
of themselves—works 
fully as well for snow pictures un­ 
der most conditions. When, how­ 
ever, you wish to take a picture to 
emphasize shadows, as in the case 
of the picket fence, a sky filter 
placed upsidedown on the lens (that 
is, yellow part at the bottom) so 
that the light from the snow will 
be subdued 
in 
passing 
through 
should reproduce them even better 
with no loss of detail in other parts 
of the picture. 
Po put on the galoshes and the 
muffler after the next snowfall, and 
wade out with your camera. W ith a 
little thought to composition, you 
will come back with a “picture no 
artist can paint” and more than 
one.
